Ottawa.—A campaign of education 
and organization is being carried on 
by the forestry branch among the In- 
dians giving talks upon the disad- 
vantages to the natives which follow 
the burning of forests.

CANADIAN MINERAL RESOURCES 
TO BE INVESTIGATED 


A Special Report on Mining Condi- 
tions Issued at Ottawa, Deals with 
the Question of Creating a Home 
Market for Mineral Products—Ore 
is Now Shipped to United States— 
Manufacturers Importing Minerals 


Ottawa.—A special report of investi- 
gation of mining conditions has just 
been issued showing considerable ad- 
vancement along different lines. 
Many valuable suggestions are also 
made. The report gives some concep- 
tion of the unlimited possibilities in 
lines previously neglected. 

Dr. A. W. Wilson reported on the 
resources of Canada, and states dur- 
ing summer months of the past two 
seasons all operating lines and_ all 
important prospects in Eastern Can- 
ada have been visited. 

Investigation of magnetic ores by 
the magnetic separating plant install- 
ed at the fuel testing station have 
been continued, Samples of ores for 
investigation at concentrating labora- 
tory will also be collected. 

The nickel copper industry in Sud- 
bury district, Ontario, is one of Can- 
ada’s most important mining indus- 
tries, It is proposed to issue a special 
monograph on this subject. 

Mr. Howell Frechette’s report on in. | 
vestigation of market in Canada for 
non-metallic mineral products states 
that Canadian manufacturing estab-! 
lishments import large quantities of 
many non-metallic minerals, either in | 
the raw or in a partially manufactur- | 
ed state, while the greater part of the! 
Canadian production of these is ex-| 
ported. It is therefore evident that 
there should be a large home market 
for non-metallic mineral products 
where information as to trade re- 
quirements and markets are more gen- | 
erally known. 

The Department has little or no in- 
formation with respect to needs of our 
manufacturers in this regard and it is 
proposed to have Mr. Frechette visit} 
various larger manufacturing centres | 
in Canada to learn what mineral sub-) 
stances are used in the various manu- 
facturing industries and to study the} 
trade requirements for each industry. | 
He will be instructed to inform him- 
self fully as,to the treatment to which | 
the various mineral products must be 
subjected to prepare them for market, | 
the degree of purity that is demanded , 
by trade, costs and the source of pres- 
ent supplies. If necessary, he will be 
required to visit certain localities in| 
the United States to study methods of 
preparation of raw material for the | 
market, especially in the case of those 
mineral products which are shipped 
in the raw state from Canada, and 
afterwards imported.

HOLYRCOD PALACE. 


Historic Castle Has Been the Scene 
of Stirring Episodes. 

Few regal edifices have undergone 
more vicissitudes than Holyrood Pal: 
ace, which is now being subjected to 
several alterations and improvement: 
to fit it for the occupation of King 
George and Queen Mary when they 
stay there in July. It occupies the 
#i.2 of Holyrood Abbey, founded in 
1128 by King David 1,, on the spot 
where he wus supposed t» have been 
saved {rom an infuriated stag. The 
legend goes that the King was hunt 
ing in the forest of Drumslech, in the 
immediate vicinity of Edinburgh, aud 
Wus assailed by an enraged stay, 
which unhorsed him, and probably 
would have put a very speedy end to 
Lis existence nad not this Scottish 
monarch, like the first Christian Em 
peror, been favored of the saints. 

As a reward for his piety, and ip 
consideration of his great liberality tc 
churchmen, a cross descended from 
Heaven in the moment of his danger, 
with which he stoutly attacked the 
beast. ‘The latter, finding itself over. 
coine, quickly made its way out of the 
woods, and left the King and the cross: 
musters of the situation. Thus to prove 
his grutitude to the saints who had 
interceded in his behalf, he founded 
the Abbey of Holyrood for the canons. 
regulur of St. Augustine. 

The canons were allowed many 
privileges, and succeeding monarchs 
added to the gifts of the founder, 
Holyrood Abbey becoming the mos! 
opulent of all religious institutions ir 
Scotland. In due time a royal reai- 
dence was erected close to it, althougt 
it is doubtful how soon it became the 
fore home of the Kings of Scot- 
and, Certain it is, however, that 
James 1V. lived there. It was during 
his residence, on account of Mas: 
having been celebrated in the chapel, 
that a revolutionary mob broke in 
and despoiled all the religious orna- 
ments, leaving only the bare walls. 
The rioters even profaned the vaull 
which had been used as the royal 
sepulchre, broke open the leaden cof. 
fins, and carried away the lids; but as 
the royal bonea were not negotiable 
articles, the anti-Papists were forced 
to leave them behind. 

But worse misfortunes were still tc 
come, and they came with Queer 
Mary. Her Majesty’s misfortunes com. 
menced at a very early period. The 
first Sunday after her arrival a mot 
beset the palace for the purpose oj 
instructing her in the proper way ol 
worshipping God. To such a pitch of 
enthusiasm had the spirit of these re- 
ligious instructors risen that it was 
only with difficulty they were restrain 
ed from hanging the prisst who al 
that moment was officiating in the 
chapel. Mary locked herself in het 
apartment with her Mass book and 
her father-confessor, while tumultuous 
zealots assavied the gates and pro 
nounced themselves certain Her Ma. 
jesty was making for eternal perdi- 
tion, and must soon be utterly lost 
unless she listened to John Knox and 
abrured beads and images. 

Then came the historic night of 
March 9th, 1566. As Mary and a 
small party were having supper, Darn- 
fey and Ruthven, followed by other 
conspirators, entered for i.e purpose 
of scizing David Rizzio, the accom. 
plished Italian secretary and skilful 
musician, who had gained the Queen's 
confidence and roused the jealousy of 
the Presbyterian lords and ministers 
of the Kirk. Anticipating their pur. 
pose, Rizzio thr-v himself behind the 
Queen and clung to her dress; but 
was stabbed by George Douglas, lean- 
ing over Mary's shoulders. During 
this exciting scene the Queen’s hus. 
band held her fast in his arms, while 
another of th: conspirators held a 
piste] at her breast. The room in 
which the fetal supper-party took 
place is still in existence, 


Queen Mary's Daily Life. 

According to a letter published in 
The Yorkshire Post, and written by a 
lady holding a high position at court, 
the Queen at 9.30 a.m., begins the 
day’s work by going through her large 
correspondence (which she has pre- 
viously opened) with two secretaries. 
Then come interviews with the gov- 
erness, nurse, housekeeper, and the 
heads of departments in the palace. 
Then appointments with furniture 
makers and various trades-people till 
1.30. In the afternoon Her Majesty 
visits an hospital or some charitable 
inst@tution, or a picture gallery, or 
visits some other interesting places 
in or near London, such as the City 
churches, the halls of the various 
City companies, ete. After tea the 
Queen again summons her secretaries 
for more correspondence, and gives 
one or two interviews. After dinner 
she reads till 10.30, and then retizes 
to rest. In the country, expeditions 
to historical or other interesting places 
in the neighborhood with some of har 
children are-arranged, or some local 
charities or institutions are visited.

WESTERN FARMERS 
PROFITS IN TEN YEARS 


He Pays Only $36 per Year in Duties 
on Implements—What 640 
Acres Can Do. 


A farmer writing to a Toronto daily 
paper from Indian Head, Saskatche- 
wan, under the nom de plume, Sas- 
katchewan Farmer, refutes the state- 
ment made by many Westerners, that 
the farmers of the West have been 
ill-used by the Dominion Government 
which is identified largely with East- 
ern interests. This Saskatchewan far- 
mer gives a typical instance of the 
expenditure and revenue connected 
with a section of land, 640 acres, 
from the year 1900 to 1910.

A Book of Interest to Horse Owners 
Every horse owner worthy of the 
name takes a natural and commend- 
able pride in keeping his horse in 
rime condition. With sensible feed- 
ng, proper care and a_ reasonable 
amount of work, there is no trouble 
in doing this. Under such conditions 
a sound horse looks fine and feels 
well—is always ready for service and 
brings the top price when sold. 

But accidents will happen, a slight 
wrench, a sprain, a cut, or some un- 
known cause may result in lameness. 
Spavins, ringbones, curbs or splints 
come sooner or later to every stable. 
Taken promptly and treated properly. 
none of these troubles are serious. 
But if neglected or given the wrong 
treatment, they quickly decrease a 
horse’s ability for work as well as 
his cash value.

Northwest Mounted Poi':e Inspector 
Who With Three of His Constables 
Met Death In the Wilds Had a 
Record For Gallantry and Close At- 
tention to the Hard Details of His 
Work. 


Inspector Fitzgerald, who, with Con. 
stables Kinney, Taylor and Carter, 
met a tragic death recently while on 
a long patrol of 400 miles across the 
northern wilds from Dawson City to 
Fort MacPherson, was a man of great 
experience in Arctic travel. He was a 
native of Halifax and was 61 years ol 
age. Shortiy after joining the North. 
west Mounted Police, aBout 16 yeara 
ago, he was stationed in the ranch., 
ing country south of Maple Creek 
Alta., but in 1897 was transferred te 
Fort Saskatchewan, at the time the 
centre of all police operations in the 
north. After the South African war

in which he served with the Canadian 


Mounted Rifles, Fitzgerald distin- 
uished himself by his work at Fort 
acPherson, the farthest north post
